‘The modern ski has some three 
thousand years of interésting de- 
velopment behind it, but the first 
historical mention of skis dates 
from .the sixth century. At that 
time the ‘Vikings. were using 
“guski,” or snow glide shoes, for 
winter travel.

The favourite 
materjals.used in making them are 
hickory, ash, maple and birch, all 
of which have the qualities of 
toughness, flexibility, and. hard- 
ness in varying degrees and com- 
binations. 

Hickory, for ‘example, makes a 
strong  hiatd-wearing but rather 
heavy ski, ash makes a relatively 
light. ski, while maple skis ate: re- 
puted to ne very fast. ; 

Experiments in making a lam- 
inated ‘ski egmposed of iayers of} 
different kinds of wood glued toge- 
ther in order to produce: a stronger, 
more efficient. ski with less waste 
of material were conducted by the 
Forest Products 1 Laboratories, of 
Canada as far back as.
